Juſtice and Mercy do like Twins ſo harmoniouſly 
concord; his Merey in the oft tendering of his 


and his Juftice, both in the deftroymg and cutting 
away of the wicked Nature and Spirit, in thoſe that 
ſuffer themſelves to be redeemed through his Jadg- 
ments; and in the utter Overthrow of ſuch, who

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the Spirit of Grace, hate to be reformed. Now 
not only this fundamental Principle is clearly held 
forth in this Treatiſe, but all thoſe that depend up- 
on it, as the real and inward Juftification of the 
Saints, through the Power and Lite of Jeſus reveal- 
ed in them, their full and perfect Redemption from 
the Body of Death and Sin, as they grow up by the 
Workings and Prevalency of his Grace; and yet, 
leſt Security ſhould enter, there is great need of 
Watchfulnefs, in that they may even depart after 
they have really witneſſed a good Condition, and 
made Shipwreck of the Faith, and of a good Con- 
ſcience, with all the Parts of the Doctrine of Chriſt, 
as they lie linked together like a golden Chain, 
which doth very much evidence the Certainty and 
Virtue of Truth above all Herefies, Error and De- 
Ceit, however ſo cunningly gilded with the ſpecious 
Pretences thereof; for Truth is intire in all its 
Parts, and conſonant to itſelf, without the leaſt Jar, 
having a wonderful Coherence and a notable Har- 
mony, anſwering together like the Strings of a well- 


tuned Inſtru ment; whereas the Principles of all o- 


ther Prefeſſors, though in ſome things moſt of them 
come near, and divers acknowledge that which is 


Truth; yet in moſt Things they ſtray from it, ſo 


that their Principles greatly contrad ict and jar one 
againſt another, and tho* they may alledge Scrip- 
tures for ſome of their Principles, yet they are put 
ſtrangely to wreft it, and to deny it for others. 
My Appezi then to, and Expaſtulation with all Sorts 


- ef Profeſſors, is not to prove ſome one or two Points 


by the Scriptures (for there be ſome general No- 


tions of Truth, which moſt (if not all) agree to) 
but the whole Body of our Principles, as they ſtand 


in Relation to each other, which none of them all 
is able to do; for, among the many Profeſſors, their 
Catecbiſins and Confeſſions of Faith, I fiad none (ſave 
the Diſpenſation of Truth now again W 
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ſuch as in moft of their ſubſtantial Principles differ 
greatly, and in many contradict groſly the plain 
Text and Tenor of the Scripture. I confeſs there 
be certain Men in this Age, who with ſome plau- 
ſible Appearance of Reality, undertake this Task: 
Theſe are they which join with, and own not wholly 
any imbedied People; but while they pretend a 
general Love to all, yet find fault with ſome Part 
of every Sort; while in the mean time they ſcarce 
can give any Account of their own Religion, and 
moſt of them prove at Bottom to have none at all. 
Theſe Men, I fay, may perhaps acknowledge ſome 
general Truths, and alſo hold to the Letter of the 
Scripture in ſome other Things, ſo as thereby to 
take Occaſion largely to judge others, while them- 
ſelves offer not to bring theſe good Things to pra- 
Riſe, they blame others for the Want or Neglect 
of; But ſuch an Enterpriſe from theſe Men, will 
not (when weighed) prove a fulfilling of this Mat- 
ter; ſeeing it is not enough to acknowledge many 
Truths, but alſo to deny and witneſs againſt all 


Error; and likewiſe, not to fall ſhort of any Truth, 
which ought to be acknowledged: Whereas theſe 


Sort of Mea for the moſt Part, cannot give Account 


Jof their Faith in many. Things needful to be believ- 
cd; and whatever Things they may acknowledge 


to be true, they err moſt grievouily, and contra- 


| dit a Truth moſt needful to be minded and an- 


ſwered, as is proved hereto, in that they ſtand not 
forth to appear for any. of theſe Diſcoveries, they 
pretend they have, but make a Shift to hide their 
Heads in Times of Tryal, fo as not to ſuffer for, 


nor with any'; And though theſe fine Pretences 


above mentioned, through their Scruples of Joining 

with any, they can Cunningly ſhun the Difficulties 
of Perſecutions, that attend the particular Se& of 
Chriftians, And yet by their general Charity and 
Love to all, cla im a Sbare in any Benefits or Advan- 
Fg tages 
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tages that accrew to one and all: Such then can- 
not honeftly lay claim to juſtiſie their Principles 
and Prattiſes from the Scriptures. But I leave theſe

To begin with thoſe that are moſt numerous; x 
think I need not ſay much to the Papiſts in this Cale; 
for they do not ſo much as pretend to prove all their
